Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 : The numerals given in parentheses create a confusion and an 
inaccuracy, particularly numeral 9 that appears on last two lines of the claim by which 
the interpretation from last four lines of the claim can be that the diffusing screen 10 is 
arranged between one element, and that one element is element 9. 

Claims 2-5, depending from claim 1 , inherit the indefiniteness thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
